Milk Act carried out by officers of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
under Dr. Geo. Hilton. Over 38000 
arms have been inspected and passed 
2nd it was found that Canadian farms 
with small minor improvements had 
been quite able to meet the require- 
ments. The speaker also paid a spec- 
ial tribute to the officers cf the Unit- 
ed States Government connected with 
the work for their courtesy and desire 
9 assist. The result of the inspection 
has been to greatly enhance the repu- 
tation of Canadian milk and cream: 
and in greater use of these’ vital foods, 
It has been. proposed in some quarters 
to prepare a standard code covering 
the production of milk and cream to 
be solid for human consumption in 
liquid form. The code is well under 
| say and will be ready in the near fu- 
ture. The speaker was of the opinion 
| that general inspection under.a stand 
;and code weuld greatly increase - the 
use of milk and cream, especially ‘in 
the smaller communities where there 
is no inspection at present and where 
; the ust of milk and cream per capita 
jts much below the figures for . the 
Hlarger cities. He pointed out that 
important “as are export outlets the 
first duty of the dairy industry is to 
stimulate home ceasumpiion to the max 
imi. Mr. Stephens could offer no 
comment on the prospect of further In 
creases in the United States tariff on 
milk and cream except that a false 
impressicn exists in that country to the 
effect that a perfect flood of Canad- 
jan milk might invade that country. 
It was important that this b= correcteo 
as the National Dairy Council had 
tried to do by being represented at the 
recent tariff hearing in Washington. 
The export of milk to the United Stat- 
¢s would amount to less than 2 per 
cent. of the country's milk production. 
Mr. Armsirong spoke in favor of all 
assisting in dairy organization. Finally 
he appezicd to all to remember that 
the dairy industry with its immense 
annual .clume of nearly 300,000,000 
cf business was built by the producer. 
Unless the producer is contented and 
Plogressive this volume could not be 
maintained. The first duty of the

I have often stated my views on this 
polnt but it will do no harm to re-state 
them and it is necessary to do so to 
complete the argument. 

The best of the English and Scotch 
Cheddars have always been the stan- 
dard for the type of cheese. that is 
made in Canada, Canadian cheese 
comes nearer to this standard on the 
whote than that of any of our rivals. 
The close body and fine Cheddar fla- 
vour of our high grade cheese is not 
found to the same extent for instance 
in New Zealand cheese. I do not want 
to give the impression of saying any- 
thing derogatory of the quality of the 


wheat in the prairie provinces, and 
because successful wheat grower 
is always Careless of his opportunities 
in dalrying, the expected large increase 
in butter production in these provinecs 
hes been turned into a decrease.

Surely 
those who take that view overlook the 
fact that if Canada had continued to 
produce cheese at the maximum rate 
the market would have been greatly 
over-supplied with the constantly in- 
creasing production in New Zealand. 
It. was a very fortunate thing indeed, 
for all concerned, that some Canad- 
lan producers of cheese milk found

The oltstanding leader in this field was tho 
Western Electsic Company which was, and is, 
the manufacturing end of the Bell system in 
the United States, It had developed processes 
and methods which were indispensable.

éd by the break in their formal union in 1905. At 
that time the Norwegians thought to placate the 
feelirgs of the rejected common monarch, Oscar IT, 
by offering the new crown to his son, in this case 
Carl, who was married to the Danish Prin- 
cess Ingeborg. but this olive branch was rejected by 
the head of the Bernadotte dynasty. Instead it wes 
Yaakon VII, brother of Princess Irgeborg. who be- 
came Kirg of Norway, partly with the aid of his 
{nther-inslaw, King Edward VII, as the latter's re- 
cent biography shows.
